A Bad Day.
Yesterday was not a good day for the ad-

vocates of the automobile as a safe ma-

chine. In fact, it was a particularly bad
day. It resulted in the death of three peo-
ple and the serous injury of eight. And the

record may not be complete at that. Worst
of all the disasters was that at St. Louis,
where a racing machine, driven at very

igh speed on a track, ran into the enclos-
lig fence and killed two people standing
cutside of the racing way and badly hurt
its driver. The explanation given is that
the dust raised by the leading machine
blinded the chauffeur and caused him to

swerve into the fence. At Springfield, Ohio.
an automobilist was found dead under his
car, which bore signs of having been sent at

top speed when the accident occurred. At

Newport an automobile collided with a

wagon and threw four people against a

tree, badly hurting them. At Yonkers, N.
Y., an automobilist tried to cut around a

buggy in a roadway and upset it, throwing
a woman to the ground and seriously in-
juring her. At Atlantic Highlands, N. J.,
an automobile was overturned in an effort
to avoid a collision with a carriage and
the two occupants were badly hurt. Be-

sides these casualties a Newport chauffeur
was jailed for excessIve speeding and a

New Jersey man saw his new machine ex-

T'he truth is that the automobile is a

delicate machine which calls for the most
careful handling. As a racing device it is

especially dangerous. It has the power
and speed of a locomotive and the least
swerving from its course is attended with
perilous consequences. On the road or the
street it can 'be handled with admirable ac-

curney if under perfect control, and in the
hands of the expert it is susceptible of

perfectly s'afe management. But the
lieensing laws are not sufficiently strict and
the~ levers are entrusted to inexpert
operators who fail to realize the responsi-
biltik attaching to such a role. They
take desperate chances for the sake of

pincing the minutes and the seconds. The
owr"r of the machine, when runninig it
himself, feels that he is not getting the
full v sine of his investment if he des not
croswd on the speed at every opportunity
and eut corners and dodge pedestrians and
other veicles with the narrowest possible
mar.en. The wonder is that there are not
more eidente, and yet the record is ap-
palling as it stands.

The War News'
So far from abandoning their work In the

middle of Manchuria in order to hasten the
fall of Port Arthur, the Japanese have evi-dently held strictly to their program of
forcing Kuropatkin either to fight a de-
cisive battle or to fail back farther along
the railroad toward Mukden and Harbin.
The reports of the recent fighting around
Liao Yang show that the Japanese armies
there have not been weakened to any ap-
preciable extent for the reinforcement of
the assailants at Port Arthur. On the con-
trary there is evidence of additional troops I
having been organized into a formidable I
flanking column on the west side of the c
railroad line. The dispatches from St.
Petersburg indicate that this force is being
anxiously watched by the Russian generals,
and that they are considering the advisabil-
ity of a general retreat toward Mukden in I
consequence of its activity.
The report from Tokyo that the railroad

line between Liao Yang and Mukden has
been*cut lacks confirmation. Indeed there
is no diminution of the volume of the tele-
graphic messages which are going north
from Liao Yang, indicating that If the Jap-
anese have cut the railroad they have either
neglected to cut the telegraph lines as well
-an Impossible assumption-or have exe-
cuted this important strategic movement
very lately. If It- is true that the line is
cut and that a Japanese force now holds 8

the road to Mukden Kuropatkin must either =

cut his way through that army in retreat
or fight to a finish at Liao Yang.
St. Petersburg acknowledges that all the

outlying defensive positions around Liao e

Yang have been abandoned and that a con-
centration of Kuropatkin's army at the city
Itself is in progress. This shows both a a

tendency toward further "masterly retreat- 1
ing" and an acknowledgment of the super-
iority of the Japanese forces. If the Rus-
sian commander succeeds in extricating his
army reasonably iptact from LIao Yang
and places it at Mukden or some strong
position between there and Liao Yang the
war will be further prolonged. If on the
other hand he is checked in his retreat and
forced to fight, the greater numbers of the
Japanese leave n# roomh for doubt of the
capture or annihilation of his army. In
that event it is difficult to see how Russia
can continue the campaign.
That the fall of Port Arthur is now only 3

a question of time cannot be questioned. i
But how long it can withstand the remark-
able assaults of the Japanese, who are
seemingly indifferent to their losses, remains
to be seen. Some reports suggest that the I
capture of the stronghold is a matter of
only a very few days, while others indicate
that the Russians can hold out two months
longer. Apparently the Russian govern-
ment has abandoned all hope of the succor
of the place and is merely anxious that its
capture should cost Japan as heavily as
possible.*
